Tim previous editions of this manual havo been to recently reviewed 
at length in tbeso columns, and the book has assumed bucIi an assured 
position as a standard authority, and Is so familiar to all teachers and 
students of the subject, that an extended notice is hardly renuired at 
tho present time. Suffice it to say that tho chief changes nuufe in the 
present revision consist in additions to the already largo number of 
illustrations and a consideration of lumbar puncture and the significance 
of leucooytosis. 

Dr. Bacon's book fulfils its purpose in every respect. It well deserves 
to bo called the standard manual of otology in tho English language. 
Tho author's concise yet lucid style has enabled him to pment within 
its limits an epitome of aural surgery comprising at) the essentials of 
that art. The book is a model for all works of a similar nature. It has 
been universally adopted by teachers, and Is deservedly popular with 
students and general practitioners who desire a readily comprehensible 
presentation of the subject of which it treats. 

The author has been particularly happy in his choice of illustrations 
to accompany the text.

We know of no book which could better bo placed in the hands of 
the prospective mother. One of our reasons for tho above statement is 
that it does not attempt the rfilo of the family physician, but simply 
aims to supply information which every intelligent mother should know, 
thus lightening the work of the doctor, and also rendering Ids urders 
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more intelligible. There is a most gratifying avoidance of all patholog¬ 
ical and anatomical data, and even a description of tho female genera¬ 
tive organs is omitted, for which lack or completeness wo are very 
thankful. 

On the other hand, the hook contains full and complcto directions 
upon all subjects relativo to the care of tho mother and child, even 
including chapters upon emergencies, contagious diseases, and the proper 
use of external applications. A very satisfactory appendix, giving tho 
method of preparation of various articles of diet suitable for tho young 
child, is includod. The text is very acceptably illustrated by a number 
of pictures which tho feminine mind cannot but consider charming.

Tub main portion of the book is based upon tho records of sunstroke 
cases occurring in tho Prussian army. Taking this mass of material ns 
a basis, tho author has added many scries of coses collected from litera¬ 
ture, beside experimental researches, and has formed out of the wholo a 
most completo and interesting monograph upon tho subject. No impor¬ 
tant new facts are added, but as a compilation the book accomplishes its 
purpose. All tho Important phases of the subject are considered in 
some detail, but owing to tho fact that tho Author views (ho subject 
from a military standpoint, much spaco is given to discussions of tho 
predisposing factors or sunstroke, and especially to tho part played in 
this connection by improper clothing and physical exnaustion. Tho 
chapter devoted to tho clinical description of tho affection is complete, 
nnd embraces a summary of tho complications and sequela) following 
sunstroke. That portion of tho book allotted to tho pathology of tho 
disease is likowiso good, and various observations made upon tho patho¬ 
logical changes in tho blood of these cases are brought together for tho 
first time. Practically no new methods of treatment arc suggested, hut 
statistics of tho results of thoso therapeutic measures most In ueo aro 
given in full.
